American Ship Ends Fate- 


ful Trip From New York 


to San Franciso. 
-: 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 25.—The 


American ship Atlas dropped anchor 
here last night, 275 days out from 
Baltimore. It ended a voyage made 
tragic by a collision off the Horn, at- 
tended by the sinking of another ves- 
sel, the 
drowning of the 
ill-fated 


craft's captain and the captain's wife; 
mutiny on its own deck and death 
among its crew. 


On June Cth at 6 p. m.. the Atlas 


struck the Norwegian bark Viking, 
Captain Peterson, bound from Ham- 
burg to Callao. Both 
were badly 


damaged br the contact, but the bark 
fared the worse. In the terror of the 
night thirteen of the crew of the Nor- 
wegian' bark boarded the American 
ship, crowding over tangled shrouds 
and dangling booms. But 
Captain 


Peterson and his wife were not among 
those who made the dangerous tran- 
sit. But it was too dark to render aid, 
though the Atlas stood by during the 
night and next moruing the Viking 
had disappeared. 


The Atlas put Into Rio Janeiro for 


repairs, leaking badly. On the way to 
this port a mutiny took place among 
the crew over some trouble over the 
mate, but it was quickly quelled. 
( 


Before reaching Cape Horn three of : 


the ship's company met death. 
On' 


May 3rd, J. Shumacher and Chas. No- 
lan, seamen, fell 
from the jibboom 


and were drowned. On June 1st, John | 
Hook, sallmaker, died and was burled • 
at sea. .

When the ship arrived yesterday I 


tho captain's son and the third offl- ' 
ccr were 111 and the vessel was order- ' 
ed Into quarantine. The Atlas had a : 
cargo of coal for the United States 
government. The vessel had been 120 
days out from Rio Janeiro and assur- 
ance had been offered at 10 per cent. 
The Viking was a new bark of 2.541 
tons. 
Nothing had been heard of It 


after it began its last voyage until the 
Atlas brought in the tidings last night.

rush there have been 3,840,000 par- 
cels shipped out of the city by mal) 
and express.

ures, based on estimates made at the 
postofflce and the express offices, are 
thought to be approximately correct. 


The value of the packages sent by 
express where values were given is 
said to be about'$7,400,000. 
The 


number of packages sent out of the 
city this year is about eight per cent, 
greater than last year, while it is es- 
timated that t,he value Is 15 per cent, 
less. This decrease in value is said 
to be due to the fact that goods are 
cheaper 
this year 
and people are 


more careful'in the expenditure of 
ntoney. New York always gives more 
than it receives'and it is estimated 
that, not more .than 1,000,000 .par- 
cels have been received in the city. 
• Next to the postofflce and the ox- 
press' offices the busiest place In tho 
city during the past few days has 
been the customs appraiser's ware- 
house. Here air the packages or par- 
cels from England and Germany are 
examined for dutiable articles. 
Up 


to1 last, night nine thousand packages 
were examined and when the tired 
examiners were forced to stop work 
last night, nearly four thousand pack- 
ages were left on the table unopened. 
Many of these will bo days late when 
they are delivered to the persons t.o 
whom they are addressed in various 
parts of tho United States.

Since December 4, Tells 


of Brave Hope. 


Victor, Col., Dec. 25.—Entombed 1,- 


000 feet below tho earth's surface 
since Dec. 4, A. D. Bailey, a miner of 
Ely, Nev., has written to a friend 
here telling of his perilous position, 
but expressing his hope of being res- 
cued within tho next two weeks. 


Bailey, with two companions, was 


caught in the cavein 
of tho Alpha 


shaft, and 600 feet of solid rock drop- 
ped into tho passage above them, cut- 
ting off all communication with the 
outer world. By a 
lucky accident, 


however, the niche In which they were 
working was not filled by the falling 
debris. 


The1 imprisoned- miners had oil 


enough In their lumps to allow them 
to explore their tomb, and in their 
search for a way out they "stumbled 
upon a six Inch water pipo. which ex- 
tended down the shaft and which es- 
caped destruction In the accident. 


Even Have a Telephone. 


Through this the prisoners estab- 


lished communication with their res- 
cuers and soon drinking water and 
rations were sent. down. Then, not 
satisfied with this crude moans of 
talking with the outslilc world, they 
connected their telephone with a wire 
running up tho water column. 


Although In no need of tho necessi- 


ties of life, the prisoners are si 111 in 
grave danger, as the ground Is still 
settling;, and from time to time it will 
be necessary to (111 in the space with 
cordwdod to prevent another cavein. 
Owing to the frequent, runs of earth 
during the last three days it. will prob- 
ably be two weeks before they are res- 
cued,

The rescuers themselves face grave 


perils In the liability that, t.he piloil 
up muck and timbers OH which they 
arc working will give way, dropping 
them to the. bottom of .the shaft. 
To 


prevent this each man works with a j 
rope tied around his body and secured ' 
frqm above.

Thomas Hamill, Bailey says in part: 


"I am now

On the 4th of this month the 


shaft caved in. Two of the four men 
who were working in the pump sta- 
tion are with me and others are buried 
at the bottom of the shaft. The shaft 
caved in at. tlie 400 foot level and we 
are at. the 1,000 foot level. The shaft 
is full of dirt up t.o the navein, and 
we are under 500 feet of solid rock. If 
all goes well I hope to bo on top in 
twelve or fourteen days.

y dried, for much moisture stiffens 
.he skin and causes it to crack. 


Chinchilla Is usually quickly rulnert 


f soaked with rain, while some other 
skins will be uninjured If hung In a 
dry, but not hot, room, and shaken 
every two or three hours. 


It a wet fur garment is fastened to 


.he wall or door, etc., so the grain of 
the skin is down, permitting the moist- 
ure to run off, the result, when dry will 
lie most satisfactory. "When tho first 
heavy wet is gone it is well to use a 
Igbt riding whip to beat the fur slight- 
ly, thus hastening tho drying as well 
as preventing the hair from matting. 
If the fur is a soft one, such as chin- 
chilla or sealskin, it should be nibbed 
with a velvet hat brush when quite 
dry. 
Hard furs, such as mini;: and 


lynx, require stilt bristles, lynx always 
being stroked the way of the grain.

Ermine and white fox that have be- 


come grimy from use may bo cleaned 
with either warm flour or bran.

SPOON OATt INVENTOR A SUICIDE 


James B. Rensley, of Poughkeepsle, 


Takes Own Life at 87. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Dec. 25.— 


James B. Rensley. 87 years old, in- 
ventor of the spoon oar and maker of 
oars for most of the prominent boat 
crabs of the country, committed sui- 
cide by 
shooting 
himself 
Monday 


night. Rensley invented the spoon oar 
in 1853. He made the oars used by 
the famous Ward brothers in their 
early sculling races on the Hudson. 
He rowed in the old "Strangers' crew" 
on the Hudson. 


In 1838 Rensley started to Salt Lake 


City. On the way he was captured in 
Utah territory by Indians 
and

cnum. Peter Hunt, was killed. Rens- 
ley was held by the 
Indians three 


years. 


One day the Indians killed a hand 


of immigrants, excepting a 16-year-old 
girl, who was taken by one of the 
braves for bis bride. The girl ap- 
pealed to Rensley, who offered to give 
his own life If the Indians would let 
the girl go. The brave who wanted 
the girl attacked Rensley and the lat- j 
ter killed him. The chief awarded tH'e 
girl to Rensley, who took her away | 
and married her.
